The touchdown was about 400 
miles east of Pago Pago, just at 
dawn in this part of the world.

In the second drive, about

Dubbed Operation Herkimer 
Mountain, it has produced lit­ 
tle significant results since it 
was launched May 9. The U.S. 
Command reported 29 North 
Vietnamese killed and said U.S. 
casualties have been two killed 
and 32 wounded. 
The U.¿. Command also re­ 
ported 26 enemy rocket and 
mortar attacks Sunday night 
but said only 10 caused casual­ 
ties or damage and these were 
light. The Command also re­ 
ported two more American heli­ 
copters shot down, with seven 
Americans wounded. This rais­ 


ed to 2,678 the number of Ameri­ 
can helicopters reported lost in 
the war. 


Allied sources reported today 
that casualties in the war last 
week included about 300 Ameri­ 
cans, 413 South Vietnamese and 
4,000 of the enemy, according to 
preliminary reports. 


As the controversy in the 
United States over American 
casualties continued, the U.S. 
Command in Saigon announced 
that more than 40 of the enemy 
were killed for every allied sol­ 
dier during a 24-hour period of 
the weekend. But battlefield re­ 
ports gave a ratio Saturday and 
Sunday of 24 to one, with 436 
Viet 
Cong and 
North Viet­ 
namese, 12 Americans and six 
South Vietnamese killed. Anotl* 
er 105 Americans and 16 South 
Vietnamese were wounded.

The woman, Linda Terrell, 
said her little boy had fallen 
into Whiskeytown Lake and to 
all appearances was dead when 
Ross revived him. in fact, she 
said another man had tried to 
give the boy moutf>to-mouth 
resuscitation and declared af»

As described by Mrs. Terrell 
the near tragedy occurred at the 
end of a day of canoeing by her» 
self, her two children and her 
friends, Officer Ross and his 
wife, Sarah.

Official designation of the dan­ 
ger time came today from State 
Forester Francis H. Raymond. 
He pointed out that potential fire 
conflagration facing California 
this year “ is one of the great­

years.” 
Raymond explained that above 
normal rainfall has caused an 
abundance of flammable growth 
throughout all parts of Califor­ 
nia.

property tax payer and increase 
the state's participation. 


Charles F. Home, Chairman 


of the Chamber's Statewide Ed» 
ucation Committee pointed out 
that since 1952 when the elec. 
torate approved a Constitutional 
Amendment to increase school 
aid, and as a result contri* 
buted 47,5 per cent against 
49.1 per cent from local pro. 
perty taxes, the amount of state 
support has steadily deer eased. 
During the current year the 
state's share will be below 
36 per cent. This in spite of 
the fact that education is legal, 
ly a state function. 


In addition, Mr. Home, presi» 


dent of Pomona Division of Gen* 
eral Dynamics, also said that 
tha state had provided a support 
pattern for community colleges 
when the first such college was 
established in Fresno in 1910, 
but that support pattern too 
changed drastically in the inter- 
vening period.

Was The Trip Necessary? 


(From the Ontario-Upland Daily Report) 


The script ts familiar. 


Demonstrators greet the distinguished American visitor with 


signs bluntly inviting him to go home. A small army of security 
men surrounds him and in one Central American capital, fears for 
his life cut short his visit. 


It could be a scene from then-Vice President Nixon's celebra- 


ted Latin tour in 1958, which reached a high, or low, point with the 
stoning of his car in Caracas, Venezuela. Or it could be from al- 
most any of many visits by similarly high-placed North Americans 
in years before and since. 


These happen, however, to be incidents onNew York Gov. Nel- 


son Rockefeller's current fact-finding tour for President Nixon. 


It is a sad commentary on American policy toward Latin Amer- 


ica that after so many years of effort and expenditure a represen- 
tative from Washington can still expect to be greeted by expres- 
sions of public hostility, deliberately organized and representing 
only a minority of the population as such demonstrations may often 
be. 


But it is perhaps even sadder that Washington's repeated re- 


afflrmattons of concern for our neighbors to the south seem so 
often to take the same unimaginative course, a whirlwind tour 
by a d.A.v. 


Rockefeller, to be sure, has first-class credentials for such a 


mission. The domestic political angles aside, his expertise dates 
back to the Roosevelt administration when he laid the foundations 
of his political career as a State Department specialist on Latin 
America. 


He draws on a reservoir of experience matched by few other 


such distinguished Americans as he listens to complaints on U. S. 
political and economic policies, complaints that are supposed to 
provide guidelines for Washington's latest revision of its design 
for living with our chronically much poorer Latin relations. 


But the question can still be asked; Is this trip necessary? 


It will be surprising if Rockefeller hears anything new. It will 


be even more surprising if the mission results in radical changes 
in U.S. policy or significant progress In lifting Latin America from 
its economic and social morass. 


It Is difficult to see what significantly fresh information Rock- 


efeller can be expected to bring back that could not be transmitted 
by long-established channels of communication, by U.S. embassies 
and the myriad special missions in Latin America. 


High-level missions such as Rockefeller's may have their value 


as headline-grabbing gestures of American Interest. But consider- 
ing the opportunity f or antl-American demonstrations they present, 
they too often run the risk of being self-defeating. And, at best, all 
too often they arouse hopes that cannot be fulfilled. 


The script certainly needs to be changed. A moratorium for 


a time on distinguished American visitors might be a good place 
to start.

Why are our courts working so 
hard to handcuff our police? 
The Supreme Court has a ruling 
that forces the police to recite 
a "presentation" to the crimi- 
nal to assure him that he does 
not have to confess and that he 
will be provided a lawyer. The 
idea of informing the criminal 
of his rights Is one thing, but 
to ignore the confession of a 
felon because of a technicality 
is insanity. There ara cases on 
record of a woman who had 
confessed to killing her child 
yet walked out of court with a 
dismissal; a man who admitted 


murdering his wife and four 
children but who walked away 
whistling "California, Here I 
Come" (presumably in honor 
of Earl Warren). 
Some of the notable decisions 
of our present Supreme Court 
favoring the criminal are Mai- 
lory vs. U. S. and Escobedo 
vs. Illinois. Mallory, a con- 
fessed rapist, was released be- 
cause of unusual delay (ten 
hours) between arrest and ar- 
raignment. In Escobedo vs. Il- 
linois, Danny Escobedo con- 
fessed he paid $500 to a friend 
to murder his brother-in-law, 
but he was not represented by 


counsel during the questioning. 
Danny went free. Miranda vs. 
Arizona was an extension of the 
Escobedo case where Ernesto 
Miranda was Informed of his 
rights and confessed to kidnap 
and rape, but counsel was not 
present so he was freed. With 
these hurdles put in front of the 
policeman trying to do his job, 
It is not surprising that recruit- 
ing of qualified policemen is be- 
coming an ever more difficult 
job. 
We as interested and responsi- 
ble students must show respect 
for established law and order. 
If we do not, the alternative is

New Jobs 'Of Political Interest'

WASHINGTON (AP)— While 
the Nixon administration talks 
about taking politics out of the 
Post Office, more and more jobs 
are being created in other de- 
partments that could be used 
for patronage. 
In the past month, the Agri- 
culture Department has gotten 
authority to create 20 new posi- 
tions In the Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration. 
A department 
official said 


frankly the jobs are of "politi- 
cal interest." 
"We wanted them available but 


we don't have any plans i ight 
now to fill them," he said. 
Most other Cabinet members 
have asked for and received 
Civil Service Commission au- 
thority to create new jobs with 
fat paychecks that can be filled 
at the secretary's whim. 


Although they could be used 
for patronage there is no indi- 
cation of any plans now to use 
more than a handful as apoliti- 
cal device. 
The jobs in question fall under 
two categories known as Sched- 
ule C and Noncareer Executive 
Assignments or NEA. 


NEA posts cover the so-called 
supergrades 
in the 
General 


Schedule or GS scale and carry 
salaries between $20,000 and 
$30,000. Schedule C covers the 
GS15 level — $19,780 — and 
down. 
Besides presidential appoint- 
ments, the two categories are 
the main avenue for hiring and 
firing at will, skirting civil ser- 
vice rules that protect most oth- 
er government employes. 
The Housing and Urban De- 
velopment said its NEA and 
Schedule C positions have in- 
creased from 86 to 95 and it 
wants six more. 


Health, Education andWelfare 


had 84 positions, now has 95 and 
is asking for more but won't 
say how many. 
Transportation, which got au- 


thority to create five new jobs, 
was the only other agency quer- 
ried that declined to say how 
many more it was seeking. 


The Justice Department had 53 


positions before inauguration, 
now has 60 and wants another. 


These figures appear to be the 


firmest, but presumably be- 
cause of their political nature 
the number of Schedule C jobs 
at any given time in any given 
department 
may depend 
on 


who's counting. 


The 
Pentagon, for instance, 


reported to the House Post Of- 
fice and Civil Service Commit- 
tee last September that it had 
75 Schedule C jobs in the office 
of the secretary of defense and 
others scattered In the branch- 
es of the service. 


It reports no change now In 


any but the Navy which shows 
an increase from 14 In the re- 
port to Congress to 23 now. It 
also says the Air Force wants 
five more positions that would 
bring it even with the Navy. 


The Civil Service Commis- 
sion, however, says It has 86 
Schedule C positions listed for 
the office of the secretary of 
defense and that the Navy had 
increased six, not nine. 
Although numerically small, 


the Increase In potential patron- 
age positions is occurring at 
the same time the administra- 
tion is trying to end the age-old 
tradition of handing out post- 
masterships as political plums. 
Under a bill now before Con- 
gress, the postmaster general 
would select postmaster candi- 


dates from the recommenda- 
tions 
of review boards with 


merit and ability the only crit- 
eria. 
The slow but steady increase 
in available political jobs comes 
to light — perhaps coincident- 
ally — as President Nixon re- 
portedly is being urged by ad- 
visers to pay more attention to 
party politics. 
There also has been grumb- 


ling among some Republican 
congressmen that there are too 
many Democtatlc holdovers, 
that not enough jobs are going 
to Republicans and that when 
they do the most deserving 
congressional Republicans are 
not being consulted. 


An Indication that more atten- 


tion will be paid to the politi- 
cal area came several days ago 
with reports that Nixon had 
changed top political trouble- 
shooters. 
The 29-year-old John Sears, 
a former Nixon legal colleague, 
who had been the top White 
House man for political af- 
fairs, reportedly was demoted 
and replaced by Harry Dent. 
Dent Is a former South Caro- 
lina Republican state chairman 
and 
a former 
aide to that 


state's 
Republican senator, 


Strom Thurmond.

I Mrs. Z.: Let 
'me immediate- 
ly put to rest 
any feeling of 


guilt you may have about any- 
thing- you did or did not do 
during' pregnancy. These func- 
tional murmurs frequently oc- 
cur without any abnormality 
in the heart muscles or in the 
valves that separate the four 
chambers of the heart. This 
is the distinction between a 
functional 
and an organic 


murmur -which is based on 
some structural abnormality. 
Modern surgery can now bril- 
liantly correct most of the 
simple and many of the very 
complex heart 
abnormalities 


that are organic. 


I am quite certain that your 


anxiety prevented you from 
really "hearing" the assurance 
your own doctor undoubtedly 
gave to you. The result is that 
you are magnifying the impor- 
tance of this murmur and un- 
less your fear is checked, you 
will reflect this anxiety on 
your boy as he gets older. 
This must be avoided. Children 
with functional murmurs are 
not handicapped in any way 
and can take part in the moat 
active sports without any limi- 
tation. Unless you completely 
understand this, you will find 
yourself imposing limits on 
him and converting a perfect- 
ly normal, healthy child into 
a potential physical and emo- 
tional invalid. Many children 


born with a murmur of this 
kind lose it after a few years 
and grow into adulthood with 
the normal expected longevity.

of the womb. Their size varies 
from tiny ones to apple-sized 
and large melon-sized ones. In 
many cases, surgeons can tell 
by their size and the pressure 
exerted by these tumors, the 
exact extent of the surgery. 
In your- case, as in many simi- 
lar ones, the surgeon must 
base his choice of operation 
anO extent of surgery on his 
findings when once he opens 
the lower abdomen. You must 
have complete faith that his 
past experience and judgment 
aims at your good health and 
the preservation of the womb 
whenever it is possible.

political and economic policies, com plaints that are sigjposed to 
provide guidelines for W ashington’s latest revision of Its design 
for living with our chronically much poorer Latin relations. 


But the question can still be asked: Is this trip necessary? 


It will be surprising if Rockefeller hears anything new. It will 
be even more surprising if the m ission results In radical changes 
In U .S . policy or significant progress In lifting Latin A m erica from 
Its economic and social m orass. 


It Is difficult to see what significantly fresh inform ation Rock­ 
efe lle r can be expected to bring back that could not be transm itted 
by long-established channels of communication, by U.S. em bassies 
and the myriad special m issions in Latin Am erica. 


H igh-level m issions such as Rockefeller’s may have their value 
as headline-grabbing gestures of American interest. But consider­ 
ing the opportunity for anti-Am erican dem onstrations they present, 
they too often run the risk of being self-defeating. And, at best, all 
too often they arouse hopes that cannot be fulfilled. 


The script certainly needs to be changed. A m oratorium for 
a tim e on distinguished American visitors might be a good place 
to sta rt.
